AT TYER RUBBER 


The United Rubber Workers of 
the C, I. O. received exclusive bar- 
gaining rights for the employees 
of Tyer Rubber company on Tues- 
day at a special election when they 
polled not only a majority of the 
votes cast but also a majority of 
the eligible votes.

Belated Sacrifice 


” 


“So great a sum means sacrifice, 
So said President Roosevelt yester- 
day in asking defense authoriza- 
tions up to nearly five (billion dol- 
lars additional, making the total to 
date since the invasion of Holland 
about 10 billion dollars. “So great 
a sum means sacrifice.” It certainly 
does, 

What the American people want 
to know is (1) why should this 
mean a sacrifice and (2) how 
much waste will there be in this 
ten billion dollars. Were Franklin 
Roosevelt as frank as he should be, 
he would have said to Congress 
yesterday: “I’m sorry. I foresaw 
this. I should have prepared for it 
by cutting down expenses so that I 
wouldn't have to come now to ask 
for increased taxes and increased 
bond limit, but I failed you. I 
splurged. I pump-primed, and it’s 
all gone down the well now. So 
you, you the American people, are 
going to shave to sacrifice.’ That 
would give the voters of this Na- 
tion the answer to their first ques- 
tion; the answer to the second 
would be: as long as this admin- 
istration continues in power, there 
will be waste, plenty of it. 

Yes, we want defense. We want 
an army, a navy, an air force so 
strong that no power or combina- 
tion of powers would dare even 
think of attacking us. We'll spend 
ten ‘billions, we'll spend twenty or 
thirty, we'll even spend the 75 bil- 
lions that Germany has apparently 
spent. We'll sacrifice. We’ll do any- 
thing to keep our freedom. But 
what we do insist on is that we get 
a dollar’s worth of defense for 
every dollar we spend, and no one 
is convinced after seven years of 
New Deal performance that we’ll 
get even 59 cents worth of defense 
for our dollar. It’s a business, a 
mighty big business, and Franklin 
Roosevelt has amply proved that he 
can’t handle the job. 

We're not prepared so we'll have 
to sacrifice? Why weren't we pre- 
pared, Mr. Roosevelt? We didn’t 
know this chaos could come? You 
knew, you said three years ago, ‘Let 
no one imagine this Western Hemi- 
sphere will not be attacked.’ Why 
didn’t vou do something about it? 
Why did you just go on “priming 
the pump?” For relief of all kinds 
in the past seven years, you snent 
14 hillion dollars, and in the W. P. 
A. authorizations you had incor- 
porated this tell-tale clause: “None 
of the funds appropriated by this 
ioint resolution shall be used for 
the manufacture, purchase, or con- 
struction of any naval vessel. any 
armament, munitions or imole-

So if we want defense we 
will have to sacrifice as the Presi- 
dent says, but we’re going to come 
to the realization that a very im- 
portant feature of our National De- 
fense is the Chief Executive’s of- 
fice—and a change is needed there.
